HOPE FOR REDFERN 


RECEIVES SETBACK 


Brunswick, Ga., September 29.—(/ 
Dwindling hopes that Paul R. Red- 
fern, Brunswick-to-Brazil flier, landed 
his monoplane safely somewhere in 
South America received further set- 
back with the report from Panama 
that a French steamer sighted the 
wreckage of a plane in the Caribbean 
sea on September 26. 

While Captain Corre, of the steam- 
ship Port of Dunkerque, reported find- 
ing the wreckage 165 miles off Bar- 
ranquill-, Colombia, some 600 or 700 
miles west of Redfern’s intended 
course, it is held probable that the 
winds and ocean could have carried 
it there from some point where the 
aviator may have been forced down 
into the water. 

Many of Redfern’s friends here, 
however, prefer to believe that an air- 
plane seen crossing the Orinoco river 
delta in Venezuela on Saturday after- 
noon following the takeoff here on 
Thursday, August 25, was the Port 
of Brunswick. In that case they point 
out that the wreckage sighted by the 
steamer hardly could have been Red- 
fern’s plane since, even though he 
landed in the sea off the Guianas the 
plane could not have drifted to the 
points off Colombia in such a short 
time.

Cites Questionnaires. | 

“The committee appointed by the! 
chamber of commerce for the purpose! 
of studying the question of eastern 
standard time did not make this pe-' 
tition to the interstate commerce com- | 
mission until after questionnaires had | 
been sent out to a majority of the! 
manufacturers, businéss men, profes- | 
sional men and those who are inter-

“The overwhelming percentage of 
favorable replies to these question

“The committeé has made a very

On this page is a communication 
from William H. Cooper, of Buford, 
telling of the establishment of a 
cream route between eGainesville | 


4 oe “@n d Atlanta. 


This route has been established | 
at the instance of the Atlanta But-, 
ter company, and is the first of the 
kind in this section of the state. 
There are a few cream routes ip 
south Georgia that serve an ad- 
mirable purpose in not only feeding 
the creameries, but in affording 
the small dairy farmers, and farm- 
ers who have only small herds, 
cheap transportation, and without 


The semi-weekly route from 
Gainesville will serve this purpose. 
Eventually it will become a daily 
route. Hauling charges have been 
made nominal—20 cents for a 
§-gallon can—and the truck picks 
up the cans at the farm doors, or at 
convenient depots along the high- 
way. 

No state in the union is better 
adapted to profitable dairying than 
Georgia. That is particularly true 
of north Georgia from Athens to 
Eatonton, and from Atlanta. to 
Augusta. 

“There should be cream routes on 
every highway. There are cream-! 
éries in many of the smaller cities. 
All of the larger cities offer al-, 
most inexhaustible markets, and all

Georgia should also enjoy a 
“cream-can prosperity,” and it can 
do it if cream routes are generally 
established to bring the costs of 
transportation down to a figure 
that a farmer may find shipments, 
‘profitable. : :

“Wisconsin wealthy as a dairy state. 
Hundreds of routes in that state not 
only lead to the great butter and 
cheese factories, but on to Chicago 
to feed the hundreds of great 
cream industries in that city. 

The Georgia Butter company is 
worthy of warm commendation for 
this encouragement to the small 
dairy interests. It is hoped it will 
establish several other such routes. 

Here again is impressed the need 
of paved highways.

ductions in the Jower brackets can 
be_made with the least loss of revenue 
and the largest savigg of costs of 
collection, and reliev@ the little tax- 
payers of a world of annoyances.

Corn’s con- 
tribution to Georgia’s harvest of 1927 is 53,475,000 bushels, slated to 
bring in $50,266,500. Wealth in hogs is indicated by simple facts: One 
county on one day in the spring of 1927 shipped seven cars worth $8,- 
987.43. 1927 found on foot 1,164,199, valued at $10,476,000. 


Georgia’s Grain Crop 


— Wheat, rye, oats, and hay—food for man and beast! 1927 figures mark 
a season when “bursting barns and granaries know a richer, fuller over- 
flow.” The output is 1,278,000 bushels of wheat, 230,000 bushels of 
rye, 10,941,000 bushels of oats, and 536,000 tons of hay, all at a harvest 
value of $19,497,910. 


Tobacco a Bumper Crop 


—Georgia’s tobacco crop, comparatively recent though the industry is, 
means the “exchange of golden leaf for gilt-edged check.” With a soil 
admirably adapted to lavish production, Georgia’s tobacco crop is second 
in size only to her cotton. Latest reports name a bumper crop of 59,- 


760,000 pounds, worth $12,000,000 —a gain within a year of $2,500,000. 


Famous Georgia Peach 


—Beautiful, useful, and profitable, the Georgia peach is a golden boon to 
a golden Georgia harvest. The estimated 1927 peach crop of Georgia, 
the largest fresh-peach producing state in the Union, is placed at 8,000,- 
000 bushels—a crop second, among those of the past twenty years, only 
to the bumper crop of 1926, and worth around $10,000,000. 


Georgia’s “Big Four” 


—Georgia’s “Big Four,” designed by nature both to tickle palates and to 
fill purses, may be said to be the peach, the peanut, the watermelon, and 
the sweet potato. Georgia’s sweet potato production leads the United 
States, and 1927 leads banner years with a crop of 9,674,000 bushels, 
worth $11,608,800. 


Peanut Harvest for 1927 


—Georgia’s 1927 peanut harvest is touched by magic. The crop, placed 
at 212,352,000 pounds, shows an increase of more than 50%, over that of 
1926. Industry springs up in the wake of this giant crop, which will 
yield revenue of three or four million dollars above that of preceding 
— One peanut company will buy one and a half million dollars’ 
worth. 


Georgia Watermelons Best 


—No new siesta “loves” displace the famous Georgia watermelon. 
Over a five-year period, Georgia, the largest watermelon producing state, 
has marketed 31.6% of the watermelons in the United States. The 1927 
output is now placed at 14,337 cars, worth $3,000,000. “Among those 
present” were not a few beauties weighing 100 — each.

World’s Pecan Center 


—Within eighteen years, South Georgia has become the world’s pecan 
center. The United States Department of Agriculture has most of its 
pecan experts in this section. The 1927 harvest is 60% normal and is 
estimated at $1,177,200. The Georgia pecan is pushing the California 


' walnut for its old commercial supremacy among American nuts. 


Georgia's Apple Crop 


—Georgia’s apple-growing industry is recent, but except for Virginia, 
Georgia leads the South in this crop. 1927 expectation is for 679,000 
bushels. Apples grown in Georgia orchards have taken six international 
prizes. Cornelia, Ga., in its zeal for this fruit, has erected a monument 


to the “big red Georgia apple.” 


Georsgia’s Butter Production 


—All honor to our friend the cow! Within eight years the state has in- 
creased her annual butter production 4,344 per cent! Gross sales from a 
group of only twenty counties are now more than $3,000,000. Some of 
these counties have, within a period of five years, made a gain of more 


than 1,000%%. 


Georgia Vegetable Crop 


—Inspired by the command “Diversify,” Georgia has multiplied her 
crops. The 1927 commercial acreage in cucumbers, asparagus, tomatoes, 
beans, and pimientos is 14,010 acres. The value of 1,520,000 bushels of 
Irish potatoes is $3,040,000. The unerganized crop of humble Georgia 
huckleberries will bring $75,000 or more. 


1927 Egs-Laying Contest 


—The Georgia National Egg-Laying Contest boosts an industry which has 
recently grown from a $12,000,000 valuation to a 1927 valuation of 
$30,000,000. Within five years Georgia’s commercial poultry output 
has increased 500%. Average gross receipts of 1927 from each of an 
active group of Georgia counties is $141,250, some of them receiving 


$250,000. ‘ 


Cane and Sorghum Crops 


—In Georgia, where sugar cane was first planted on St. Simons island in 


1814, is the world’s largest outpouring of pure cane syrup. Estimates 
place the 1927 production around 60, 000, 000 gallons. Sorghum, too, is 
a profitable Georgia “long sweetenin’.” 1927 looks for 1,944,000 gallons. 


“Cow---Hog---Hen’ 


—The Georgia Association estimates that ““Cow-Hog-Hen” farming has 
added $75,000,000 to Georgia’s investment in her soil of approximately 
$1,500,000, and the good harvest season of 1927 may sing to Georgians
